In order to ascertain whether air of 


the seashore contains salt in any ap- 
preciable quantity, a French scientist 
has muilo a scries of experiments. - Uy 
means of these he proved that In. a 
tleart calm Hcushore air has no salt; 
It Is only when there are high wlnclr 
from the sea that there Is salt In tho 
atmosphere. In high winds sea spruy 
la carried Into tho atmosphere, whers 
It IB diffused into line particles, and 
holds the salt for a time in tho damp 
air; but as soon as the wind subsides, 
the salt, being heavier than the at- 
mosphere, settles. To receive, there- 
fore, tho benefit from salt air, It la 
nccssary to go where winds arc con- 
tinually blowing. It has been demon- 
strated that windy localities by the sea 
aro very much more invigorating than 
those where there are continuous 
calms, but heretofore the reason of 
this has not been made clear.
